While smaller in number, minority-owned with
receipts of $500,000 or more generate a
much larger percentage of all the group’s
revenues and paid employment than firms
with receipts under $500,000.

In 2002, minority-owned firms with receipts of
$500,000 or more generated about 68% of all
receipts grossed by minority firms in
Louisiana and employed 64% of all paid
workers employed by minority firms in that
state.

In 2002, minority-owned firms in Louisiana
were more concentrated in the following
industries: other services; health care and
social assistance; and administrative support,
waste management and remediation
